SENATE RANK AND FILE

Washington, January 20.—Dis- 
agreements in the big-partisan con- 
looking to compromise 
peace treaty reservations today 
brought the senate leaders’ commit- 
tees to the verge of a break and 
caused a movement among the sen- 
ate rank and file toward a differ- 
ent solution of tre treaty deadlock. 

Open rupture today of the leaders’ 
conferences was averted, temporar- 
ily at least, by passing over the dis- 
pute on the Lodge reservation re- 
garding equality of voting in the 
league of nations. The bi-partisan 
conference will meet again late to- 
morrow, but with leaders of both 
factions doubtful as to the possibil- 
ity of ultimate agreement. 


Prospects of fallure of the lead- 
ers’ conference and of formal sus- 
pension of thelr sessions today 
moved “wild reservation” republic- 
ans and a few democrats not mem- 
bera of the leaders’ committees to 
discuss independent steps toward a 
solution of the sityation. One “mild 
reservation” republican spokesman 
said such a move would be forth- 
coming if conferences of the leaders 
fail within a few days to give more 
assurance of a compromise. 

Twe Plans for Future Action. 

Two plans for future action were 
considered today by the senate rank 
and file should the leaders’ confer- 
ence fail. Several of the “mild 
reservation” republicans were said 
to favor a commission with 
democrats to bring the treaty again 
to the floor of the senate for open 
consideration of compromise reser- 
vations.

ON SEDITION BILL 


New York, January 20.—Editors 
and publishers throughout the coun- 
try» who believe that legislation 
proposed in the Graham anti-sedi- 
tion bill is unwise, were urged to- 
night by Frank P. Glass, president 
of the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ association, to telegraph by 
Wednesday night a brief statement 
of their views to Representative 
Philip Campbell, chairman of the 
rules committee of the house. 

Particular attention is directed to 
section 6 of the proposed bill, in a 
statement issued by Mr. Glass, He 
declares this section apparently con- 
fers upon federal officials or post- 
masters general power “td «refuse 
mailing privileges to a newspaper 
without a hearing and without no- 
tice. provided the official finds some 
letter, statement, argument or pic- 
ture which, in his opinion, is ob- 
jectionable and falls within the 
statute. No review by any magis- 
trate or court is required.” 

The reqnest to editors to register 


protest by wire is necessitated, the 
statement said, because of the sud- 
den call by the rules committee for 
a hearing Thursday on the bill “de- 
fining sedition and gravely affecting 
the freedom of the press.” 

Owing to the shortness of the no- 
tice, it Is obviously impossible for 
the American press to be adequate- 
ly represented,” Mr, Glass said.

Former United States 
Justice and Bar Com- 
mittee Not Allowed to 
Appear for Socialists. 
Hillquit Alleges Ac- 
cusers of Socialists Are 
Acting as, Judges. 


Albany, N. Y., January 20.—Mor- 
ris Hillquit, chief counsel for the 
five, suspended socialist assembly- 
men, declared ‘today at the opening 
of ‘their. trial that if the assembly 
permanently ousted the defendants 
the act “will loosen the violent rev- 
olution which we socialists have al- 
ways endeavored, and are endeavor- 
ing, to stem.” 

Mr. Hillquit added this “one word 
of solemn warning,” after asserting 
that the Romanoffs and all instru- 
ments of oppression in Russia had 
been destroyed after the govern- 
ment had tried to outlaw the social- 
ist movement and that “we are not 


afeaid of guppresgion at the time 
one-half the world is under social- 


The “warnihg” was later inter- 


preted by Martin W, Littleton, asso- 


ciated counsel for the committee, as 
“a warning to the country, a threat 
to the committee and an admonish- 


ment to the assembly that they dd hink that it is quite probable that 


not dare deal with the gentlemen 
here present unless they wish to in- 
vite revolution to the country.” 

Mr. Hillquit denied that his re- 
marks were intended as a “threat” 
and said instead hé had “made a 
sort of love offer” that “we social- 
ists are ready to see the thing 
through in a constitutional manner 
and by peaceful methods.” 

“I was merely imploring your 
ideas as to good and peace loving 
as we socialists are,” he said, “and 
not to be high-handed in your pro- 
cedure. 

“That was an entreaty and it was 
intended to be.” 


Hughes Committee Barred.

Tabulated Reports Show 
Total Receipts of State 
for 1919 Were $9,316,- 
825.05. 


According to a tabulated report 
made public by Tax Clerk W. B. 
Harrison, in the comptroller gen- 
eral’s office yesterday, the receipts 
of the state of Georgia for 1919 from 
all sources aggregated $9,316,825.05. 
This is $1,630,378.95 in excess of re-| 
ceipts for 1918 and $1,717,680.23 in| 
excess of 1917, the total receipts for 
those years being $7,686,445.10 and / 
$7,599,144.82, respectively. | 

This is the best showing ever 
made by the state for a single year 
and reflects a general state of pros- 
perity among the taxpayers, as well 
as unusual diligence on the part of 
those charged with the collection of 
taxes. ; ° 

A comparison of several of the 
larger items with those of the two 
preceding years, nearly all show in- 
creases. Attention should be called 
to one big item on last year’s'sheet, 
amounting to $110,848.07. This rep- 
resents the work done by the special 
agents appointed by Governor Dor- 
sey to go out and gather the taxes 
that were not being paid at all. The 
figure named is only 70 per cent of 
the sum actually collected, as 20 per 
cent went to the special agents and 
10 per cent to the county tax col- 
lectors. This is listed as back 
taxes, the figures for which in 1918

5,000 miles of roads and streets. 
This includes the country highways 
and the:streets in Atlanta, East 
Point, College Park, Buckhead, Bol- 
ton, Adamsvitie, Ben Hill, Orme- 
wood, Boulevard Park, Center Hill, 
Battle Hill and Chattahoochee, all 
of which are named by Mr. Mills in 
his letter. 


As predicted in The Constitution, 
the enforcement of,the law dis- 
tributing the convicts to the va- 
rious counties according to road 
mileage instead of population, has 
resulted in an enormous boost in 
the road mileage of the state, as 
returned by the various, county 
commissioners. The prison com- 
missioners are now working on 
the redistribution of convicts under ‘ 
the new law and hope to have it 
completed during the week, al- 
though there are a few counties 
yet to be heard from. 

Large Increase. 
The road mileage as returned to 


guide him in the division among 
the counties of the money derived 
from automobile taxes was in 
round numbers 80,000 Considering 
the glaring inequalities that al- 
ready appeared among the counties 
this was taken to be a very liberal 
figure, but the reports to‘the pris- 
son commission for the purpose of 
getting convicts already shows a 
mileage of more than 100,000 for 
the state. 

Fulton.county is by no means 
the only county in the state whicn 
has greatly increased its mileage. 
Richmond shows over 2,500 miles 
of streets and roads; Sumter has

to the secretary of state, had led in 
road mileage heretofore with 1,400 
it- 
self 1,600; Columbus reports more 
ethan 1,000 miles of streets, to say 
nothing of the roads in Muscogee 
county.

Forced to Revise. 


According to the original esti- 
mate of the prison commission, 
three convicts to one hundred miles 
of road would be allowed under 
the redistribution, On this esti- 
mate, 5,000 miles for Fulton county 
would allow this county to keep 
about the number of convicts which 
it now has, namely, 150.

Admiral Mayo said his letter was 
written after practically all of his 
recommendations had been changed 
or disapproved by the board or 
Secretary Daniels.

New York, January 20.—Admiral 
Williams 8S. Sims was given an ova- 
tion tonight by several hundred of 
his brother officers of the army and 
navy when it was announced at a 
banquet tendered to genera) officers 
of the army and flag officers\of the 
navy that Admiral Sims, one of the 
guests of honor, would, “in view of 
recent happenings.” answer any 
guestions which were put to him at 
the close of his address. Rear Ad- 
miral Fiske. who presided at the. 
dinner, announced that in view of 
Admiral Sima’ desire to submit to 
a questionnaire he would be the 


| criticisms. 


first speaker called upon, so that the 
Rucsta could prepare their questions 
in writing. 

The keen interest aroused among 
the diners by these announcements 
was not, however, rewarded with 
atiy sensational statements when the 
admiral finally arose to speak. He 
refrained from all personalities and

the statement that‘he was “embar- 
rassed to find myself referred to by 
a clever correspondent as ‘the best 
British admiral in the American 
navy.” : 

“To Distinct Rows.” 


The admiral said there were “two 
distinct rows” on at present, one 
over medals and the other over his 
He declared the im- 
pression was that he is the aggres- 
sor, but having had some historical! 
and practical knowledge of decora- 


tions, he saw “this trouble” com- 
ing for some time and tried to avoid 
it. His criticism, he continued, was 
not an act of insubordination. 

“Let me say it was nothing what- 
ever of this kind,” he continued. 
“The regulations of the navy pro- 
vide that any officer who can con- 
sistently and efficiently criticise the 
actions of the department, is to do 
so: But some of them don’t. It is 
not proper to publish those criti- 
cisms without the order of the de- 
partment.” 

Admiral Sims deelared that the 
secretary himself issued orders in- 
viting criticisms, adding that any- 
body who did criticise probably in- 
terferred with his personal comfort. 

“But an officer must consider the 
efficiency of the navy,” he said. “If 
he doesn't make criticisms where 
he thinks they would do good, he is 
not worth the pay the government 
gives him and not worth the powder 
to blow him to hell.” 


He Caused Much Laughter. 


Admiral Sims asserted that medals 
are of no value unless discretion is 
used in distribution. He caused 
much laughter when he remarked 
men in the navy didn’t want their 
grandchildren to say to them in the 


‘later years: 


“Grandaddy, what ship did you 

“There was nothing personal !n 
his letter sent to the navy depart- 
ment, Admiral Sims declared add- 
ing that it was “purely criticism 
directed to the department” point- 
ing out “certain principles” violated 
during the war. He explained that 
he did not know who was at fault 
and the letter had been sent with 
the view of trying to prevent fur- 


shown the letter was his “personal 
staff’—his wife. 


In answer to a question as to 
what effect present conditions in 
the department had on the morale 
of the navy, the admiral said: 

“Public pride in the navy is jus- 
tified. The navy, you may take 
it from me, is solid to the core. 
The officers are supporting eacn 
other and during the war were loy- 
al to the common cause of the al- 
lies. There is.no possible com- 
mY at all about: the navy it- 
sel?.” 


Officers Are Muzzled. 


“The navy knows all about this 
trouble,” added Admiral Sims. “Peo- 
ple think everything the navy did 
was all right, but the navy knows 
it was wrong.” 

In the United States navy and 
army public criticism by officers is 
“muzzied,” Admiral Sims said, be- 
} cause they are forbidden by regu- 
lations “from publishing any criti- 
cism of the army or navy.” He said 
the American navy is the only one 
in the world that was bound hy 
such regulations, explaining that 
in other navies publie criticism was 
permitted as long as it was done 
“In a courteous manner.” 

Turning to Rear Admiral Fiske. 
whom he characterized as one of 
America’s greatest authorities on 
warfare on the sea, he said: 

“If the navy department had al- 
lowed Admiral Fiske to tell the 
people long ago what he knew, 
there would have been no trouble 
now. Admiral Fiske cannot tell 
you what he knew.” 

“The trouble in this country is 
that official criticism by officers 
of the navy is passed upon by the 
persons criticised or it may not be 
considered at all.” 


Trouble in Administration. | 


Referring again to his criticism 
of the navy department, the A- 
miral declared for the navy to be 
successful the executive at the 
head must display efficient part. 
He said that each criticism was 
made to rectify wrongs in order 
that they may not happen again 
with more disastrous results. 

The trouble with the navy, he 
added, was in “administration and 
not operation.” 

“If we have a row on our hands

Inclosing his address Admiral! 
Sims made an appeal for “fair play 
for the navy” declaring that the 
American spirit calls for “a spirit 
of fair play.” which he said the 
navy officers have never received. 

“Every man ought to have fair 
play to. make his office efficient 
he added. “but he won’t get it un- 
til you people ask for it. Raise 
the ban. 
Allow them to express their opin- 
jon.” 


PARKER 1S LEADING - 
IN LOUISIANA PRIMARY 


New Orleans, January 20.—On the 
face of incomplete return, John M. 
Parker, of New Orleans, at mid- 
night had a slight ‘lead over his 
opponent, Colonel Frank P. Stubbs, 
of Monroe, in the democratic pri- 
mary for nomination for governor. 

Owing to the unusually heavy 
vole cast, returns were slow in 
coming in and at midnight the city 
vote had not been counted com- 
plete. Supporters of Colonel Stubbs 
had counted and claimed to have 
pletseed more than 10,000 majority 
in the city. With forty precincts of 
the 157 missing the official ma- 
jority for Stubbbs was 4,147. It 
was estimated the final majority 
would be 5,200. 

Reports from Shreveport were 
that Caddo parish was carried by 
Stubbs by a majority of twelve. 
Madison parish gave Stubbs: one 
hundred. East Carroll, 130, and 
Bienville 110 for Parker. 

In complete returns from 344 at 
the state precincts, ineluding 100 
in the city of New Orleans, gave 
Parker 29.496 and Stubbs 28.040. 

Parker headquarters tonight were 
claiming victory.

But Mr. Carpenter’s ordinance 
goes further. Abolish the pen and 
poor piggie would still be driven 
out to the farthest limits of the 
city. Here’s his idea, gleaned ver- 
batim from the proposed ordinance. 

“Hogs shall not be allowed to run 
at large upon a lot within such 
proximity to a school, church or 
residence as to become the subject 
of annoyance or offense to persons 
using such places, and the limit of 
150 feet is hereby defined as a rea- 
sonable limit within which such 
hogs can be kept or allowed to 
run at large uponea lot or portion 
of a lot, provided that where all the 
parties within such proximity or 
within such radius shall agree to 
the maintenance of hogs,” 

Mr. Carpenter expects his ordi- 
nance to meet eloquent opposition,

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Discrimination Charge by 
Colored School Teach- 
ers in Proposed Sched- 
ule for Salary Increases. 


Protesting that te increase sala- 
ries of the white grammar schoo) 
tegehers $30 a month, while the 
negro teachers are raised only $10 
& month, is unjust discrimination, 
a Gelegation of more than 100 ne- 
Bro teachers appeared before the 
beard of education in special sés- 
sion Tuesday afternoon and de- 
manded an equal increase with the 
white teachers, 


Their protest followed the action 
of eouncil on Monday afternoon in 
authorizing the levy of an emer- 
gBency tax to provide increases for 
the teachers, $30 a month to those 
in the avhite grammar schools, $206 
a month to the high school teach- 
ers, and $10 to the negroes. 

Spokesmen for the delegation 
argued that adoption by the board 
of the proposed schedule would be 
treating teachers of their race un- 
fairly, flatly declared that they re- 
sented it, and stated that if they 
were not considered equally in the 
matter of salary the negroes would 
work to defeat any future bond is- 
sue that might be launched for 
schools. 


Claims Unfairness. 


“If you are paying the teachers 
for efficiency the difference is un- 
fair,” said Rucker, “but if 
you are paying them on account of 
the color of their skin, then per- 
haps you are right.” He said that 
the negroes ought not to be ex- 
pected to support bonds for civic 
improvement when so wide a dis- 
crepancy between the salaries of 
the white and negro teachers is 
sanctioned by council. 

Harry Pace, another leader, as- 
serted that the negroes are not get- 
ting a square deal from the city 
administration and from the board 
of education, and that they are 
waking up and learning to strike 
back like the white citizen strikes 
back for his rights. 


Compares Schedules. 


Tie was followed by C. L. Hop- 
kins, principal of Yonge _ street 
night school, who compared the 
salaries of the white and colored 
teachers, shewing that under the 
proposed schedule the highest paid 
negro teacher will receive but $84 
a month, which ts less than the 
minimum which the white teachers 
will be paid. He told the board 
that sentiment among the. negroes 
was bitter and declared that ff the 
achedule is retained not ten negroes 
would support a bond issue. G. A. 
Towns, instructor at the Atlanta 
university, and John presi - 
dent of Morehouse also 
apoke. 

In reply, F. Fi. Winburn, pres!- 
dant of the board of education, told 
the delegation that no man on the 
board would be influenced by any 
other motive than to do what is 
reasonably right. 

No Official Notice. 


He stated that no official notice 
of eouncil’a action had reached the 
hoard, but said: “If council directs 
the distribution of the funds, that 
is one proposition; if left to us that 
is another.” 

Mr. Winburn stated that the 
beard would be called into session 
again in time to act on the in- 
creases so that the amounts can be 
included in the January checks of 
the teachers.

THE FINANCE SHEET. 


That council, at its special meet- 
ing called for next Thursday, will 
ratify the January finance sheet 
reported by the finance committee 
yesterday is practically a fore- 
gone conclusion. 

On Monday it enacted the recom- 
mendation of finance committee for 
an emergency tax of three-eighths 
of one per cent to provide for the 
long-delayed increase in salaries 
for the city’s public school teachers 
and for a few absolutely essential 
public improvements that ought to 
have been made long ago, and 
which have been delayed solely on 
account of the pinched financial 
condition of the city. 

While this tax increase will 
serve to bridge over an emergency, 
it is but a temporary expedient. 

it is simply a start in the right 
direction. 

In adopting it the city makes 
merely a beginning in;catching up 
with the procession—in putting At- 


~lanta in a position where she can 


meet her obligations/as a great, 
thriving, enterprising sity. 
This increase in taXation will en- 


_ able the city to do/ justice by its 


teachers, but it leaves untowthed 
the imperative work that is to be 
done to provide duitable buildings 
for the schools. 

Several of our public school 
buildings are in a state of physical 
decay. 

The Boys’ and Girls’ and the 
Tech High school buildings are not 
only disgracefully inadequate, but 
they are a menace to health and 
even to life. 

The next step, now that the 
teachers’ salaries have been read- 
justed, is to put the school build- 
ings om a modern and an up-to-date 
basis. 

This cannot be done out of cur- 
rent nor emergency tax revenues, 
but it can be done by a bond issue. 

Nobody expects it to be done to- 
day nor tomorrow; but now is the 
time to do the preliminary work, so 
that when the bond money is avail- 
able everything will be in readiness 
to go ahead. 

The city must extend and enlarge 
all public facilities. 

Street improvements and exten- 
sions ‘must be made; sanitary and 
sewerage facilities must have at- 
tention; our hospital facilities are 
utterly and deplorably inadequate, 
and they must be enlarged and im- 
proved. 

Atlanta must undertake a great 
buliding program, the cost of which 
can be met only by bonds. 

This counci! has made a splendid 
beginning. 

It should now take the next step 
toward a bond issue’ 


FIRST AID. 


Systematic instruction in modern 
methods of administering first-aid 
treatment to persons injured or 
suddenly stricken with illness. 
such as is soon to be undertaken 
in this city by the local Red Cross 
organization can be, and undoubt- 
edly will be, made of inestimable 
service to the community. 

Often human life depends not so 
much upon what the doctor does 
or prescribes after he arrives at 
the patient's bedside as upon what 
is done immediately after the acci- 
dent or the sudden attack of iiI- 
ness. In case, for example, of a 
bone fracture the future usefulness 
and strength of the limb depends 
largely upon the character of first- 
ald treatment received. 

Hundreds of valuable lives are 
sacrificed, and hundreds, if not 
thousands, of persons are made 
lifelong cripples, because when 
stficken with illness or injured by

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accident they do not get first-aid 
attention. 

First aid is oftentimes the all- 
important aid; and if it is lacking 
or not of the right sort, in too many 
instances no further aid is of avail. 

The plan of the Red Cross is so 
broad as to place first-aid methods 
instruction within the reach, not 
only of the workers in every indus- 
trial plant and factory, but of prac- 
tically every citizen, in Atlanta; 
and every person, man or woman, 
white or black, who takes advan- 
tage of this course will, in doing so, 
be not only benefiting himself and 
acquiring knowledge that at any 
time may stand him in stead in a 
moment of need, but at the same 
time will be equipping himself to 
save the lives of others and thus 
to serve society in the broadest 
sense. 

The physicians and surgeons of 
Atlanta who have volunteered to 
give their services free of cost to 
teach the Red Cross classes and to 
deliver lectures on first-aid meth- 
ods during the campaign soon to 
begin are deserving of the highest 
credit and praise from the public. 
It shows that their profession 
means more to them than merely 
a vocation as a means of money- 
getting, and that they are in it for 
the broader purpose of human 
service, 


OWN YOUR HOME. 


Every man owes it to himself, 
to his family, to society, to own 
the home in which he lives. 

In the nation-wide thrift cam- 
paign, sponsored by the Young 
Men’s Christian association, and 
extending through this week, yes- 
terday was set apart as “Own Your 
Own Home Day;” and any thrift 
movement without especial recog- 
nition to the value and importance 
of home-ownership to the masses 
would, indeed, be incomplete! 

Home ownership adds dignity to 
the man; it makes him more self- 
respecting and more highly re- 
spected by others. It makes him 
a better head of a household; a 
better neighbor; a better citizen. 

His country means more to such 
a man, and he means more to his 
country. Some one has said that 
any red-blooded man will fight to 
protect his home, but few will fight 
to protect a boarding house. 

Inspired by the pride that goes 
with proprietorship, the man who 
owns his home necessarily is bet- 
ter equipped to meet the exigen- 
cies of existence as they arise, and 
morally strengthened to surmount 
them. He feels himself to be a 
man among men, a fully defined 
unit in the scheme of society; and 
as such society regards him. 

There was a time when few but 
the comparatively well-to-do could 
afford to own their own homes; 
the rest were renters. 

Nowadays such is not the case, 
for proprietorship of a home is 
within the reach of any man, white 
or black, who is willing and able 
to work. 

No matter how small the man’s 
income, there are ways open to 
him whereby he can acquire an 
equity in a home to be added to 
week by week or month by month 
or year by year. 

The man who makes an initial 
payment on a home_has the satis- 
faction of knowing thenceforward 
that every board he nails in place, 
every tree or shrub he plants, 
every spadeful of earth he turns on 
the premises is for him and his 


family and adds to the value of 


his, instead of to a landlord’s, in- 
vestment. 

He makes his payments—at a rate 
that corresponds to rental—and 
each one adds to his equity; so 
that at the end of the year he is 
wealthier in point of money, of 
pride, of independence, of standing 
as a citizen, either of which alone 
is worth more than a lifetime’s ac- 
cumulation of rental receipts.

Greenwood, writing in 1894, says: 
“Grave interpreters of dreams are 
no longer found in the courts where 
the highest wisdom is taught and 
science best known. But to the 
mass of mankind, including some of 
the wisest, dreams still present 
themselves as belonging to the a 
ernatural.” Since then Freud's 
writings have brought the interpre- 
tation of dreams back into the courts 
from which it had been ejected 
where efforts are being made at ex- 
planation, not by the old super- 
natural theory, but by the investiga- 
tion of something no less wonderful 
and scarrcely more comprehensible, 
the workings of the human “psyche. 
Says Greenwood, “we are all aware 
that whenever an impressive dream 
occurs to us reason has to be called 
in to persuade us that there is noth- 
ing supernatural about it. But what 
reason denies it does not destroy 
and has to be called in again and 
again, a dream a little stranger than

Wash inglot and the Peace 


BY FRANK H. SIMONDS 


Washington, January 320.—(Spe- 
clal.)—To any one who saw the 
treaty of Versailles in the making 
and recalis the role played by the 
president of the United States in 
the deliberations at Paris, nothing 


can be more striking than the fash- 
ion in which the actual] putting of 
the peace treaty in operation with- 
out American participation has af- 
fected the national capital. 

The longer one stays here in 
Washington the clearer becomes the 
fact that practically nothing of the 


-mood and temper of the president 


and his associates at Paris has been 
brought back to America. Mr.. Wil- 
son spoke and his associates echoed 
wordsand employed tones suggest- 
ing that a new crusade was being 
preached. In Paris criticism of the 
league of nations, analytical] dis- 
cussions of the covenant, were 
treated as little short of heresy, as 
approximating genuine impiety. 


Now in the past few weeks a re- 
publican and a democratic national 
committee have come to Washington 


and about these two bodies has 
revolved the whole political plane- 
tary system of the country, and it 
has been possible, accordingly, to 
gather some notion of the view of 
the politicians as to the.treaty and 
the covenant of the league of na- 
tions. 

Strangely enough, there has been 
little difference in the actual opin- 
ion, despite the very striking dl- 


vergencies in the views publicly 
put forth by the members of the 
two camps. Take the simple ques- 
tion of the reservations. In talk- 
ing with dozens of democrats I have 
not chanced to find a single one 
who championed the ratifications of 
the tredty without reservations. 
Nor have I found one republican or 
democrat who was not very clear in 
his own mind that his constituency, 
the people generally, were against 
enlistment or prescribed participa- 
tion in European affairs. 

A treaty almost everyone wants. 
But when one talks with politicians 
it is at least a fair inference that 


the chief reasons why a treaty is 
desired are found in simple and 
practical considerations and not in 
any platform to make the world 
safe for democracy, render future 
wars impossible, achfeve a federa- 
tion of mankind, or a hopeful be- 
ginning: of international co-opera- 
tion. 

No—the controlling reason for de- 
siring a treaty of peace is a belief 
that the ordinary business of life, 
the rate of exchange, the restora- 
tion of economic activity, the rou- 
tine transaction of everyday  af- 
fairs, requires a parchment liqui- 
dation of the war. The suggestion 
of Senator Lodge, the proposal of 
President Wilson, that there be a 
“solemn referendum” next fall at the 
presidential election awakens gen- 
eral protests. 

The New Era. 

In Paris a year ago the treaty of 
peace was discussed as something 
that was to usher in a new era, This 


was the American contention; this 
was President Wilson’s platform. 
But in Washington now there is not 
even a whisper of this possibility. 
The whole problem in being trans- 
ferred from Europe to America, 
from the banks of the Seine to those 
of the Potomac, has suffered a sea 
change. If one accepts the presi- 
dent’s Paris attitude one can say 
the thing has been despiritualized. 
If one takes the opposite view he 
may say it has been deflated. Either 
characterization serves the main 
purpose of defining the magnitude 
of the transformation. 


More than all else one feels that 
the president failed almost as sig- 
nally in converting his fellow demo- 


crats as in convincing his republican 
opponents of the soundness of his 
views as to the league of natjons— 
as to the American duty in a newly 
ordered universe. In Paris hé had, 
with certain notable exceptions, a 
loyal group of personal followers 
and admirers, who played little part 
in the negotiations, but who were 
invaluable in giving the necessary 
atmosphere to provide the impres- 
sion that most Americans, all of 
the best citizens of the Unit- 
ed States stood with Presi- 
dent Wilson. Associated with this 
group were the most conspicuous 
American journalists, who thought 
it to be a patriotic duty to support 
an American president in Burope 
and to serve his cause at home by 
presenting his program sympatheti- 
cally. 

The result of this combination of 
circumstances was the ultimate per- 
suading of Europe. Even Clemen- 


ceau, who had doubts at the be- 
ginning, was brought round to the 
conviction’ that all of the United 
States—save a few senators, neg- 
ligible when popular sentiment was 
roused, as it would be—was sym-

pathetically listening to the presi- 
( pronouncements. 
Europe believed that the United 
States spoke without reservations 
through the president, and it be- 
lieved this because the Puaris-Amer- 
ican public—the pilgrims who came 
on or with the ge Washington 
—asserted and proclaimed this al- 
leged fact, 

ow the contrast in Washington 
today, when the treaty goes into 
effect and the United States stays 


outside, is almost startling, It is 
startling first of all because, with 
the president = necessarily silent, 
there is no a single clear-cut voice 
defending his principles—champion- 
ing his views. On one side there is 
the assertion, democratic quite as 
much as republican, that there must 
be reservations, that the sentiment 
of the country has _ crystallized 
against unlimited American adven- 
ture in Europe, against international 
idealism without international limi- 
tation. And on the other side there 
is just silence. 


Why Willson Must Oppose. 
In the middle ground there are a 
good many urging compromise res- 
ervations, with the frank recogni- 


tion that actually the element of 
compromise is imaginary, since an 
reservation which was the smalles 
chance of adoption does absolute 
violence to the president’s funda- 
mental conception. Anyone who 
was in Paris knows how inexact it 
isto argue that only a slight shade 
of meaning separates the two op- 
posing forces. As between the demo- 
crats and republicans, in and out of 
the senate, this is true. As be- 
tween the president and both, it is 
untrue. 


The fact is that the president told 
Europe that America demanded cer- 
tain things; demanded that there be 


a settlement of a certain sort: that 
in demanding this, America was pre- 
pared to spend herself without limit, 
and to put her engagement into spe- 
cific terms. Force was to be the ul- 
timate guarantee of the treaty. He 
said this many times. And we 
Americans were to contribute our 
share—to become a guaranteeing 
partner in an international associa- 
tion. And Europe believed this and, 
believing, agreed to a treaty which 
President Wilson accepted as satis- 
factory. 


But precisely the reservations 
which must be adopted to obtain 
ratification by the senate—no mat- 


ter what the language—destroy Mr. 
Wilson’s whble conception and give 
the lie direct to what he said and 
believed in Paris. : 


In sum, Mr. Wilson in Paris said 
America was a nation of one mind 
as to the future—resalved to achiéve 


a certain form of world settlement 
and prepared to guarantee the per- 
manency of that settlement by its 
whole force. 
of American idealism come to Eu- 
rope and to save Europe from itself 
——past and present—without regard 
to selfish interests and without con- 
cern for the costs of such a policy. 

The senate reservations, the es- 
sential reservations, say that the 
United States is a totally different 
sort of country; that it will not 
bind itself in advance to send its 
Sons to defend the frontiers of Ru- 
mania or to protect the independ- 
ence of Poland; that it will meet 
future crises as it has met past 
emergencies, through its national 
constitutional machinery; that not. 
even idealism can lead it to sur- 
render a single bit of its freedem 
and Independence. 

And how can one compromise Jn 
such a situation? How can one in- 
vent a middle ground between two 


such absolute views? President 
Wilson says that any compromise, 
not interpretative exclusively, de- 
Stroys the spirit of the treaty. It 
does—no oné can challenge this. 

The senate asserts that it. will 
never accept the spirit of, the league 
of nations so far as it breaks down 
national sovereignty. And the 
treaty without reservations does 
impair national sovereigngty. No 
one: questions . this. 


As a consequence, the deadlock 
stands, but it is a deadlock between 
democrats and republicans on the 


‘one hand and the president on the 
other. It may be vastly different in 
the country, but in Washington the 
president stands alone. The army 
‘which fought: with him in Paris is 
disbanded; no new defender has 
arisen. Instead, from all sides now 
come the cries for compromise— 
and any possible compromise 
means the total negation of the 
president’s words and declarations 
in Paris. In a word, the president 
continues to defend what he be- 
lieves to be the spirit of the trea- 
ty. The political, economic and 
financial» world, with their more 
insistent voice, clamors for the re- 
moval of the body.

Bacterin Treutment of the Flu. 

Throughout the duration of the 
pandemic of respiratory infection 
“flu” conflicting reports 
were made by doetors in different 
parts of the country concerning 
the effect of vaccine or more prop- 


erly bacterins in preventing and in -° 
treating the disease, Since the iden- 


tity or cause of the, “flu” has not|f.. 


been determined, it still remains a 


matter of speculation—and' a won- } 


derful amount of speculation ts in- 
dulged in by physicians and laymen 
alike. 

We know that the “flu” is a 
respiratory infection, that in most 
cases several germs are present, 
that the influenza bacillus is pres- 
ent in only a few cases in one com- 
munity and not at all in another 
community. 
that we know any more than that 


aoe the nature and cause of the 
se a 

Had I contracted the “flu” at any 
time up to the present I believe I 
would have worried along without 
bacterin treatment. I know I did 
not subject myself to vaccination 
against the disease, since I had in- 
sufficient faith in the efficacy. of 
that measure—and a suspicion that 
such an attempt at immunization 
might possibly reduce my immunity 
to the disease. Now, however, I be- 
lieve I would want bacterin treat- 
ment of the “flu,” being so in- 
fluenced by the opinions of physi- 
cians in various parts of this coun- 
try and England. 

Dr. W. H. Wynn reported in The 
London Practitioner a series of 107 
consecutive cases of influenza treat- 
ed with bacterins, with only ten 
deaths. The bacterins contained 
equal numbers of pneumococci 
stereptococci and bacilli of influen- 
za, and the dose given was from 
eighty to one hundred millions of 
each of the three microbes. He de- 
clares that 71 per cent of the pa- 
tients injected with bacterin on the 
first day of the illness had normal 
temperatures within twenty-four 
hours;’ the percentage of those in- 
jected on the second day was 41; 
and with each day’s delay in the 
administration of the vaccine or 


It is not fair to say | 


bacterin the beneficial effect seem- 
ed to diminish markedly. 


A recent report in The American 
Journal] of the Medical Sciences by 
Dr. Dudley Roberts, who did not 


adopt the vaccine treatment until 
October, 1918, lends weight to the 
opinion that the bacterin treatment 
is valuable. This student of the 
subject concluded that good results 
are assured only when the dose of 
bacterin is administered directly 
into the veins and a distinct reac- 
tion, consisting of a chill or chilly 
sensation follows half an hour after 
the injection, along with an in- 
crease in the pulse rate and some< 
times a slight fall in the tempera- 
ture. Dr. Roberts believes that t 
is a minor matter what the exact 
composition of the bacterin shall 
be, but whatever microbes enter in- 
to it, he urges an initial dose of one 
billion into the vein and several 
billions if the injection is given 
merely under the skin. Following‘ 
the chill or chilly sensation the tem- 
perature shoots up sharply in the 
réaction. Then it tends to come 
down below its original height and 
stay down; more so after the sec-

Washington, January 20.—Influ- 


enza has become epidemic in sev- 
eral army camps, particularly in 
the middle west, Surgeon General 
jreland, of the army, announced to- 
wy, and it has made its appear- 
ence among the American troops in 
Germany. While the disease is in- 
creasing among the civilian’ popula- 
tion of the United States, it has not 
reached epidemic form and Surgeon 
General Biue, of the public health 
service, said today there was noth- 
ing in the situation to cause alarm. 
The malady as it has appeared, 
both among soldiers and civilians, 
ia of a mild type and the resulting 
death rate proportionately has been 
far below that of the war-time epi- 
demic, while the incidence of pneu- 
monia also has been much lower. 
Situation in Hand. 
Surgeon General Blue said the 
state health authorities apparently 
had the situation in hand wherever 
the disease had occurred—and in 
many states it is not prevalent— 
and that no request for federal aid 
had been received. As a precaution- 
ary measure, however, Dr. Blue has 
representatives in these states co- 
Operating with state authorities and 
a corps of doctors trained in fight- 
ing this particular malady is avail- 
able. | 
Epidemics have been reported

A total of 2,614 cases was reported 
to the board of health today with 
26 deaths. New pneumonia cases 
numbered 297 with 57 fatalities. The 
Kreatest number of influenza cases 
for a single day last year was 2,400. 
Health Commissioner Robertson said 
tonight that in his opinion the peak 
of the epidemic had passed.

“Judges,” he said, “must be un- 
prejudiced. We hold, first, that you 
were appointed by the accuser of 
these men; and, second, that you 
have publicly expressed your opin- 
ion as to their guilt. 

“Tnese proceedings were not in- 
Stituted by the assembly, but by the 
Speaker of the assembly. The 
speaker is the accuser; the question 
of guilt was referred to a commit- 
tee not then appointed, and whrose 
personnel was later determined by 
the accuser. In other words, the 


accuser selects his own judges. 


“You men stand nere, not as

these men in advance.” 
Hillquit for Socialists. 


Mr. Hillquit challenged the as- 
Sertion that the case was not pre- 
judged and made three motions, 
two of which were denied. The 
committee reserved decision on the 
third, which provided for dismissal 
of the proceedings as illegal and 
unwarranted, 


The motions overruled by the 
committee challenged the fitness 
of the committee as a whole and 
its members as individuals te serve 
as judges, on the ground that they 
Played also the roles of accusers 
“com- 
mitted in advance to one side.” In 
the case of the committee, the mo- 
tion urged that that body recom- 
mend to the assembly that the case 
be tried by a_ special committee 
elected by the lower house and not 
appointed by Speaker Thaddeus C. 
Sweet, “who appears as’ the first 
accuser.” 


Debate on the motion was con- 
ducted by Mr. Littleton and John 
B. Stanch@eld, counsel for the com- 
mittee working in relays against 
Mr. Hillquit. Both sides devoted 
much of thelr argument to cases 
which they cited for or against the 
action of the assembly, and to the 
—— of the suspen- 
sion. 

“I maintain,” said Mr. Hillquit, 
“that if every word of the suspend- 
ing resolution was proved to be 
true, if every charge read. this 
morning by the chairman of the 
committee was proved beyond a 
shadow of a doubt to be true—that 
even then this committee and the 
assembly are absolutely without 
power to suspend or expel the five 
members of the assembly under 
charges; that so long as there is no 
question about their election; that 
so long as there is no question 
about the fact that they are citi- 
zens and residents of this state and 
have taken oath of office, that ends 
the power and jurisdiction of the 
assembly with reference to them.” 

Mr. Littleton, in arguing that the 
pesemblv was a law unto itself. 


Mr. Stanchfield, in his argument, 
had the following to say of the 
a of the suspension proceed- 
ngs: 

“The assembly has the undisput- 
ed and undeniable right to suspend 
or expel a member for anything 
that measures up to what you as- 
sume to be or assert to be suffi- 
cient and adequate cause. 

“The judiciary committee is con- 
ducting here not a trial, but an in- 
vestigation. These five men who 
ewe under investigation are here as 
a matter of courtesy—let us have 
no misunderstanding about that. 
They are here because we wish 
them to be convinced that there is 
evidence which warrants the action 
of the assembly.” 

In reply, Mr. Hillquit said his 
contention was that the assembly 
has no such powers and that “any 
person not convicted of a crime 
cannot be barred from the as- 
sembly, if properly elected there- 
to, for utterances; for statements 
which some members af the as- 
sembly or the majority of them may 
choose to label disloyal or which in 
fact are.” 

“Our contention,” he added, “is 
thatthat is precisely what the con- 
stitution sought to avoid—the right 
of a majority to exclude a minority 
upon their self-imposed test of 
what to them seems loyalty or fit- 


ness.’ 

Mr. Hillquit, who last night said 
the socialist might “walk out on 
the committee” if it received “ar- 
bitrary rulings,” stated tonight 
they were not contemplating surh 
action “at the present time,” as the 
committee. seemed disposed to al- 
low their counsel proper latitude 
to present their case.

Granville Barber Lectures 
OnArtand Reconstruction 


“The Artist as a Vital Member 
of the Community” was the sub- 


ject of the lecture yesterday by 
Granville Barker, noted English 
playwright, who was presented by 
the Atlanta center of the Drama 
league before an audience that 
crowded Egleston Memorial hall. 

The term artist he used to define 
not merely the man who paints pic- 
tures, or sculps figures, or writes 
books, but the man of imagination, 
as distinguished from the man who 
deals with material things, or even 
the man of science, taking the lat- 
ter expression in a restricted 
sense, 

What part the artist can take in 
the re-shaping of the world, and 
what part he must take, if order 
is to come out of chaos, Mr. Barker 
outlined in a discourse which was 
absorbingly interesting, scholarly 
in viewpoint, clear and logical and 
many times lighted by a humor that 
once more belied the tradition that 
the English have none. 

The criticisms which are being 
made of the peace conference, where 
practical men devised economic 
schemes which other practical men 
declare to be unworkable, formed 
the basis for Mr. Barker’s observa- 
tions that, after all, men are not 
governed by their brains, but by 
their passions; that hidden currents, 
rather than well laid plans, carry 
the course of the world along: and 
that direct action, like that which 
England is dreading now in the case 
of her industrial problems, is not 
always productive of the safest or 
best results. 

The absorption into the world of 
affairs of the artist, whom the 
world has always left out of its 
— councils, Mr. Barker be- 
leves would supply the necessary 
element in meeting conditions which 
must be met. The artist, the man 
of imagination, works indirectly on 
the hearts of men. For instance, 
the dramatist properly makes his 
plays upsetting, ut not of the 
world; only of preconceived qd 
erroneous illusions in the minds of 
men. 

Reeonstruction Force. 


The indirect influence of the 
theater, of which one of the values 
is that it appeals not to any one 
class, but. to groups in all strata 
of society,: he said, can be made a 
great force in reconstruction, al- 


though the difficulties are big, in 
view of the prosperity of that kind 
of theater which “caters to vul- 
garity of taste.” The argument that 
it is such performances which the 
people demand is consideration of 
the mob only, and certainly, there- 
fore, cannot. be called democratic. 
But people of every strata can be 
made equal, can be made to think 
and feel together for the time at 
least, by the appeal in a beautiful 
poem, beautiful music and a beau- 
tiful play. 

The encouragement of the theater 
in its best sense as an instrument, 
therefore, in the revaluing of old 
values, which everybody who thinks, 
realizes must be done, is the imme- 
diate mission of the artist in re- 
construction. It is he who can best 
do it, through his indirect reaching 
of the reason through the heart of 
men. But he can no longer remain 
aloof. He must enter into the prac- 
tical life, he must become an in- 
tegral part of it and earn his rec- 
ognition there, 


A Community Theater. 


Asked for his opinion about the 
kind of a community theater which 
would take strongest part in the 
development of a city like Atlanta, 
he stated it as his belief that it 


‘| should bé no municipal or state- 


supported enterprise, but the work 
of the people themselves. 

Plays are not ephemeral things, 
They must have a home where they 
may be presented weekly, or as oft- 
en as feasible, he said, and prefer- 
ably by the people of the com- 
munity. A club as the nucleus, con- 
ducted as other clubs are, where 
one may live and entertain, he sug- 
gested, with the theater as a part 
of it. If there is a real desire, it 
can be had, he declared, if the 
women who want it would do noth- 
ing more than each take a ring 
from her finger to put it into the 
fund. 

Mr. Barker was introduced in a 
few graceful words by Mrs. Ulric S. 
Atkinson, vice president of the At- 
lanta center of the Drama league. 

Preceding his address, Mr. Dudley 
Cowles, state president, introduced 
Mr. A. F, Whyte, of London, for 
many years a member of parlia- 
ment, who is touring the United 
States, and who will speak tonight 
at Egleston hall on invitation of 
Dr. Cc. B. Wilmer, his subject “The 
League of Nations.”

“The home is the carrying influ- 
ence of civilization,” Doctor Ashby 
Jones told the women of the City 
Federation of Women’s Clubs at 
their semi-annual meeting yester- 
day morning when he commended 
to them the thrift campaign of the 


United States treasury department, 
as one of the ways through which 
to relate their homes to the life of 
the nation. ; 

The mere act of saving for 
money’s sake would be no virtue, 
Doctor Jones explained, but the sav- 
ing of money with the thrift idea; 
of saving for investment and the ju- 
dicious expenditure of money, was 
one of the ways in which the in- 
dividual becomes a direct patriot. 

Doctor Jones spoke in the inter- 
est of the woman’s division of the 
thrift and W. S. S. department of the 
United States treasury, especially 
urging upon the women the prac- 
tical plan of the government to or- 
ganize thrift clubs within the fam- 
ily circle, when each member of the 
family under the protectorship of 
the father and the daily direction of 
the mother, might become so surely 
a part of the family home in its 
management and its prosperity. 

“Teach the children to save with 
the higher motive of saving for the 
home, then for community good, 
through schools ‘and churches, 
through public institutions, and the 
things which money saved and ju- 
diciously expended, will help to 
buy,” said Doctor Jones. 

“When people own their own 
homes and own schools, and are a 
part of a community, and a state 
which has great institutions, such 
people are patriots. 

“Among people of possessions of 
this kind one finds no anarchists, 
no disciples of the I. W. W. and no 
alien or native enemies.” 

Doctor Jones showed conclusively 
that the spirit of thrift should be 
created in the me, and implanted 
in the minds of the children from 
the moment they learn the value of 
their savings, and from the moment 
that they learn their individual re- 
sponsibility. This responsibility 
should be put in the minds of the 
children when they are small and 
grow with them into citizenship. 

Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin, chairman 
of the woman’s division of the 
thrift movement of the sixth feder- 
al reserve district, was present at 
the meeting, and urged the imme- 
diate organization of thrift clubs in 
homes, and Mrs. W. W. Banks, di- 
rector of the thrift movement 
among the women of Atlanta, urged 


that the women of the federated 
clubs organize thrift clubs in their 
organizations and in their homes. 
The Right Diet for Children. 
Major Chapman, of the ‘ United 
States hospital at Fort McPherson, 


was asked to speak on the impor- 
tance of the physical development 
of the boys of the nation. He stat- 
ed that many of the physical defects 
which showed itself among the 
young men of the south during the 
period of the draft was due to poor- 
ly nourished bodies, and to poor and 
badly prepared food, and this he 
stressed among men who came from 
communities where the climatic ad- 
vantages were wonderful, and food 
products not scarce... Major pane 
man especially addressed the moth- 
ers when he said women should 
make a study of the diet question as 
it relates to children, the ignorance 
of the proper nourishment for chil- 
dren being the direct cause of the 
death of many, and their feeble bod- 
ies and digestion when they manage 
to study through babyhood. 

The children of Atlanta do not get 
enough milk, and they do not get 
enough fresh meat and vegetables, 
was the direct charge of Major 
Chapman. 

This condition does not exist nec- 
essarily among the poorest people, 
he stated, but among the people who 
do not know what food to give their 
children and how to prepare that 
food. 

He deplored the fact that there 
were not enough farms around At- 
lanta to furnish dairy products and 
fresh vegetables to a large contin- 
gent of people, and he suggested 
that in the matter of community 
markets Atlanta needed a north side 
market and south side market more 
than she did a big central market, 
to furnish the people of residential 
portions of the city who could not 
easily reach market centers and the 
bigger produce houses. 


The Milk and Market Question. 


Mrs. Newton Wing, chairman of 
the milk and market committees of 
the city federation, had preceded 
Major Chapman, making an earnest 
plea to the women to continue their 
interest in the fair price committee 
movement, especially as it related 
to the price of milk, and the promo- 
tion of a market system for Atlanta, 
through which the price of foods 
might be reduced and made easier of 
purchase to the people of. limited 
means and limited facilities in the 
matter of marketing and getting the 
best food at the lowest prices. 
Mrs. Wing gave a summary of the 


work of her committee covering 
more than a year’s time, and the 
co-operation they had _ received 
from other agencies. She referred 


to the experimental market which 
the federation committee had pro- 
moted for a period of time when 
truck gardeners brought their prod- 
uce to town in their wagons and 
assembled near the corner of Peach- 
tree and West Peachtree. She told 
of the efforts which were now being 
made in the same direction of a cen- 
tral market by the Atlanta Woman's 
club, making for one central com- 
munity market, and the decision of 
the federation committee to co-Op- 
erate with the Atlanta Woman's 
club in this movement. 


Indorse Market Plan. 


On motion of Mrs. A. McD. Wilson 
the city federation went on record 
as indorsing the work for the de- 
velopment of a central market as it 
is’ being pushed by the Atlanta 
Woman's club. 

Reports of Chairmen. 

Miss Blanche Loveridge spoke of 
the need there was for physical 
development among the younger 
women of the community, and the 
necessity there was for these to 
have enough of the right kind of 
food at the right time. She spoke 
of the importance of diet at home 
and in schools, and believed it was 
a matter mothers did not consider 
seriously enough. 

Mrs. Van Harlingen, chairman of 
the smoke nuisance committee, re- 
ported that office and public build- 
ings were complying more nearly 
with the smoke laws as best they 
could with the coal which they 
have, but that the most of the coal 
dust as it annoys Atlanta today, 
comes from the chimneys of pri- 
vate homes, where soft coal is al- 
most entirely in use. 

Until this condition did not exist 
and until there were more people 
trained to fire and take care of fur- 
naces in the right way, the nuli- 
Sance as it now exists is apt to con- 
tinue. 

Mrs. J. E. Somerfield made an ap- 
peal to the ladies in behalf of rec- 
reation for the nurses at the Fort 
McPherson hospital. 

She asked as many as could would 
take these young . women riding. 
She stated that no previous en- 
gagement would be necessary, but 
that ladies calling at the Red Cross 
house, Fort McPherson, from 2 un- 
til 5 o’clock each afternoon, would 
find there the nurses who were hav- 
ing their recreation hours, and 
who would enjov the open air ad- 
vantages of a ride. 

Important Matters Discussed. 

Mrs. Alfred Wilson, chairman of 
the home garden committee, made 
a most interesting report, one of 
the items being that there were 
more than fifteen hundred home 
gardens in Atlanta during the war 
period. ~ 

Mrs. T. T. Stevens, chairman of 
the educational committee of the 


city federation, made a report on the ; 


general work in the direction of ed- 


ucation, and the especial work of 
the committee in the interest of the 
Celeste parish memorial, and the 
Tallulah Falls schoo 

Hugh Willett, the director 
of the Tallulah Falls school, was in- 
vited to speak of the institution, and 
she told of the success of it at 
present with its one hundred and 
eight mountain children in attend- 
ance. She told the women the ne- 
cessity there was for the best of 
teachers in the school, and to ob- 
tain the best teachers, the right 
wage had to be paid them; therefore, 
the necessity for the federated club 
women to raise the funds for the 
endowment whidh would insure the 
further maintenance of the school 
te its continuance along the right 
ines. 

Mrs. W. B. Price Smith, chairman 
of gift scholarship committee, re- 
ported that she had obtained for 
this year sixteen scholarships which 
would give that many young wom- 
en the opportunity through the fed- 
eration of supplementing the com- 
mon school education they had, thus 

uipping themselves for a career 
of self-reliance. 

Mrs. A. P. Coles, chairman of the 
city federation, presided at the 
meeting and gave an _ interesting 
summary of the federation as it be- 
gins its new era work, and the de- 
sire of the federation to participate 
in the civic life of the community 
in its every department.

November of last year. Yesterday liquidation of this kind was in 
Coca-Cola, Mercantile Marine and General Motors. 


Coca-Cola’s-Activities. 


Coca-Cola was brought out last autumn before the general break 

‘tn the stock market, the offering price for the shares being $40. From 

that level there was an advance until 4354 was touched on November 7. 

Then came the general decline in the stock market, during which 
Coca-Cola dropped to 37%, on November 28, the low price for 1919. 
| Yesterday there was a sudden break of 5% points to 33%. That dceline 
was due to selling by the pool that was operating in the stock.

BARS INTERLOCKING 
BANK DIRECTORATES 


Ruling of Attorney General 
. for Federal Reserve Sys- 


tem to Be Enforced. 


Notices have been sent out by 
the Federal Reserve Bank drawing 
attention to a ruling under which, 
in certain cases, no individual may 
hold a directorate on the boards 
of two banks or trust companies. 
This, however, only applies where 
both of the banks are National 
banks and where the _ total re- 
sources of either are five million 
dollars or more. 

Under an interpretation of the 
laws under which the Fed?ral Re- 
serve System operates, recently 
handed down by Attorney General 
Palmer, this ruling does not apply 
where one of the banks of which 
the individual in question is a di- 
rector is a state bank. Under this 
ruling, state banks, while, after 
their voluntary entrance into the 
federal reserve system, they must 
abide by the rules goyerning mem- 
ber banks, do not relinquish either 
the charter or any of the rights 
under which they operate under the 
state laws. An important feature 
is their privelege 
own directors with- 


of this privelege that this ruling 
in reference to interlocking’ di- 
rectorates does not apply. 

The Attorney General’s ruling is 
based upon certain provisions of 
the Clayton act, and certain clauses 
in the Federal Reserve Act, passed 
subsequently to the former. He 
holds that the ruling of the more 
recently passed act supersede the 
older ones, and in this way the 
inhibitions of the Clayton Act are 
only in effect where they are on 


later Federal Reserve act. 
It is also claimed that the rul- 


ing does not apply where one of the| 
banks or trust companies in ques- 
tion is not conducting an open 
checking business, and thus is not 
in direct competition with a nat- 
ional bank.
